day. Federal funds being pro- 
vided for unemployment relief 
projects have been spent on vari- 
oug efideavors in the adjacent 
canyons, with local residents re- 
ceiving no direct benefit. 

If he is successful, Mr. Man- 
ley will get an “O. K.”” on the 
plans for the excavation and 
construction of two water reser- 
voirs and other local projects. 
He was accompanied north last 
night by Carl Holmer, Ontario 
service department employe, who 
is also seeking for Ontario what 
Mr. Manley is for Upland. 

Recognizing that the flood 
control and water conservation 
works in the canyons are worthy 
endeavors, but believing that 
construction of the proposed res- 
ervoirs is also important, Mr. 
Manley will seek to push through 
an official approval of the local 
projects. The county committee, 
set up to approve public works 
projects, has endorsed the local 
projects. In the course of time 
and procedure, it is likely the 
local work would get official 
sanction, but the personal 
visit’ of the local official is ex 
pected to speed up the approval. 

The proposed reservoirs are in 
the city’s program of extending 
and improving the water depart- 
ment, If constructed now the 
Federal government will aid fi- 
nancially, with the water depart- 
ment being burdened with the 
expense incurred in the project. 

Construction now would also 
give immediate employment to 
many of the local men, who have 
been working on the canyon 
projects. 

Mr. Manley’s mission is in no 
way conflicting with the canyon 
work, but is in the interests of 
getting a portion of the relief 
money expended in a way that 
would bring more direct relief to 
local residents.
